Home, Farm and Garden. 
Poultry Raising as a Business. 


Occasional letters from young people 
asking for advice about engaging in pou!- 
try keeping as a business, are addressed 
to us. The writers wish to mske some 
money, and the prices that chickens and 
eges sell for at certain seasons, seem to 
warrant an effort in this direction. 

We do not know of any branch of 
farming that gives greater promise of 
success, or which people begin with more 
enthusiasm, nor one that they leave with 
greater disgust, than raising chickens and 
eggs. Corn at seventy-five cents a bush- 
el ; one and a half bushels a year’s sup- 
ply for a fowl; 200 eggs at forty to sixty 
cents per dozen, and one or two broods 
of chickens, at from three to thirty dollars 
per trio, must be very profitable farming. 
The city people who pay sixty to seven- 
ty-five cents per pound for spring chick- 
ens in May, wonder that farmers don't 
raise more poultry,—it must be so profit- 
able | 

Young people who are just beginning 
in the poultry business are apt to hold) 
too high expectations of the profits to| 
come, and too low an estimate of the’! 
perplexities, drawbacks and losses, that | 
generally attend ii. Cold weather, ver- 
min and filth, are the three great draw- 
backs to success in keeping poultry, 
whether in large or small numbers. 
Thousands of chickens are hatched in 
February and March every year, that 
only give to their owners a few weeks of 
great care, and then die. We have had 
hundreds that did not seem to have any 
particular disease, only the want of 
strength to live. They would be bright! 
and healthy for a couple of weeks, till 
their feathers began to grow, and till 
they were large enough to run about and | 
not keep under the hen all the time, when | 
they would begin to grow dumpish, their | 
legs would get weak, and in a few days| 
they would be dead. | 

Bat of all the drawbacks to the profits 
or pleasures of poultry keeping, filth 
stands at the head.

“ As I left my native State on account 
of Slavery, and deserting the home of 
my fathers to escape the sounds of the 
| driver’s lash, and the shrieks of the tor- 
‘tured victims. I would gladly bury in 
oblivion, the recoilection of those scenes, 
with which I have been familiar. But 
this may not, cannot be; they come over 
| my memory like gory spectres, and im- 
| plore me with resistless power, in the 
|name of humanity, for the sake of the 
| slave-holder as well as the slave, to bear 
| witness to the horrors of the Southern 
prison house. 

“I feel impelled by a sacred sense of 
duty to my country, and by spmpathy for 
the bleeding victims of tyranny and lust, 
to give my testimony respecting the sys- 
tem of American Slavery, and, to detail 
facts which have come under my own per- 
sonal observation. The actors in these 
tragedies, were all men and women of the 
highest respectability, and of the first 
families in South Carolina; and their 
cruelties did not in the slightest degree, 
affect their standing in society.” 

Sarah's opposition to Slavery had tak- 
en a practical form, more than twenty 
years before. Indeed, she has herself 
assured me, that when she was but a girl 
they each had slaves to attend them, as 
body provosts ; and she was in the habit, 
of laying down with her servant, fat on 
their faces, before the fire, at night, in 
order, by its light to learn the slave to 
read! Bat, her father finding out what 
she was doing, put an end to it, of course. 

It was in her “ teens,” that she became 
conscious of the social and civil wrongs 
done to women. Her two brothers, (after- 
ward, the Hon. Thomas F. Grimke of 
Charleston, and the other, the Hon. Fred- 
erick Grimke, of the Supreme Court of 
Ohio,) had been educated, and «hen bat 
a girl, she bad often begged to know why 
she and her sisters could not have the 
same opportunity for education, which 
had been so amply provided for her 
brothers. 


But, thus it was, as these sisters in- 
creased in years, they became more and 
more conscious of the great wrong of 
American Slavery, until the burden be- 
came intolerable, and they abandoned 
“the home of their fathers,” for the haz- 
ardous toils of the Anti-Slavery move- 
ment, that had just then been’ inaugurated 
In three years after, the American Anti- 
Slavery Society was formed: and, in its 
services, these “sisters from the South,’ 
immediately engaged. Special meetings of 
its Executive Committee were held for 
conference with them, and it was at these 
meetings, that Theodore D. Weld, read a 
work he was then preparing for the press, 
entitled: “ American Slavery as it is. 
Testimony of a thousand witnesses,’’ and 
the weight of the blow which that book 
inflicted upon slavery, it would now be 
scarcely possible to estimate; it was dead- 
fy, and, from it the monster never re- 
covered. 

Angelina soon after became the wife 
of Mr. Weld: but the sisters, from first 
to last, have been “lonely in their lives,” 
and in this death of the elder, “they 
were not divided.” 

This venerable woman, “old and full 
of years :” 


* Ceased at once to work and live.” 


and her demise calls to mind her co-work- 
ers, of that “heroic age,” when it cost 
something, to be found in active opposi- 
tion to human slavery. That indeed, was 
the “ martyr period” of America, when E. 
P. Lovejoy was shot in Alton, IIL, and 
Torrey was imprisoned to death, in Bal- 
timore and it did not end till Joha 
Brown was hung at Harper's Ferry. 
A few of her co-workers, still remain. 
Gray headed veterans, of 1830, on whom 
|may be seen the sears of many a hard 
| fought battle. Arthur and Lewis Tap- 
pam, Joshua Leavitt, Sarah M. Grimke, 
and others, have laid aside their armor, 
and passed away to their rest. Only a few 
of the “old guard” now remain, three of 
whom, (members of the Executive Com- 
| mittee of the Am. A. S. Society,) were 
| in attendance at Miss Grimke’s obsequies. 
| William L. Garrison, Elizar Wright, and 
one other also, whose head is whitening 
| for the grave, that same head for which, 
in 1836, bis Christian brethren at the 
South offered a reward of two hundred 
| and fifty thousand dollars. He was then 
the editor of a Methodist Anti-Slavery 
paper, in New York, copies of which, 
finding their way to Charleston S. C.

Some, Farm and Garden. 
Whole or Cut Potatoes for Seed. 


Nearly fifty years ago Thomas Andrew 
Knight, President of the London Horti- 
cultural Society wrote a very exhaustive 
essey upon the above-named subject, 
proving conclusively, to many, that whole 
potatoes were far preferable to pieces ot 
tubers for planting. Mr. Knight at that 
time and for many succeeding years, wa- 
considered, in Great Britain, the higb- 
est authority in the world on all borticul.- 
tural subjects, consequently his opinions 
carried great weight among the people. 

His idea was that a tuber, as a whole, 
was but one seed, like a kernel of corn.— 
Bot we now consider a potato tuber 
more like an ear of corn containing many 
seeds, each of which is capable of produc- 
ing a plant equal in strength and value 
to the whole combined. Of course there 
are hundreds of farmers who will, and do 
cling to this old theory of Mr. Knighr’- 
despite of all the science or Practice to 
the contrary. We should think however 
that the enormus yield secured from the 
various new sorts within the past few 
years and frequently referred to in the 
agricultural journals, all of which have 
been produced from cut seed, would be- 
gin to awaken the sticklers for whole seed 
and set them to making experiments in 
this direction. No one will suppose for 
& moment the yields reported in the case 
of the Bliss prizes for the Early Ver- 
mont and Compton Surprise could have 
been secured by planting whole tubers.— 
Those farmers who believe that whole 
tubers are best for seed should look a! 
these figures—511 1-2, 607, 487 and 


456 pounds, raised by different men in|! 


different localities, each having but one 
pound for seed. We think these facts 
and figures are worth a dozen theories, 


and well worth remembering at planting 
time. 


Eges for Setting. 


An English agricultural paper says 
that eggs intended for setting should be 
stored with the large end down, because 
the air bubble does not spread so much 
as when the small end is down—thix 
spreading of the air-bubble being known 
to effect the freshness and vitality of the 
eges. Eggs stored with the large end 
‘down will keep perfectly good for hatch- 
ing more than a month, while the others 
cannot be depended on after two weeks. 

A successful poultry breeder in Frank- 
lin, Mass,, bas been experimenting with 
eges for setting, and declares the above 
statement correct, and adds that eggs 
stored on the large end, for a few weeks 
before setting, will all hatch at once, in- 
stead of varying several hours, as is 
usually the case with eggs not so pre- 
pared. as 

Tue Prorits oF Farminc. The 
profits of farming sbould consist, in a 
large measure, in the improvement of the 
the farm itself and its belongings, and 
there can be no better investment than 
this. That is very poor farming, if worthy 
to be called farming, which, though it 
may nominally show a cash balance, 
leaves the homestead in a worse instead 
of a better condition than it found it.

JUPITER. 

The largest planet in the Solar system 
is Jupiter, and to appreciate its immense 
size we must picture in our minds 1300 
planets as large as our earth heaped to- 
gether and this will about equal the vol- | 
ume of the giant planet of our system, | 
and notwithstanding his immense size | 
his revolution upon its axis is accom-| 
plished in less than 10 hours, its day | 
being but about five hours long and its | 
night five hours. Its year however, that | 
is the time occupied in travelling around | 
the sun, equals about 12 of our years, for | 
its distance from the sun is beyond the 
Asteroids, being some 400,000,000 miles | 
from the Solar mass and consequently 
his path or orbit is longer, which consumes | 


more time of course in its revolution, be- 
sides, in proportion to the increased dis- 
tance of a planet frum the sun its motion 
is slower in space, for instance Venus, the 
second planet from th2 sua, and only 69,- | 
000,000 of miles therefrom, travels at the | 
rate of 80,000 miles an hour; the Earth | 
92,500,000 miles therefrom moves at the | 
rate of 68,000 miles per hour, while Ju-} 
piter nearly six times farther, moves at| 
the rate of only 30,000 miles per hour. | 
The Sun is a great magnet so to speak | 


and the nearer a body approaches it, the | 


greater his power over it and consequent- | 


ly the enormous increase of its velocity | 
in moving around his mass, meteors and 
other masses are known to travel around | 
| 


him at the rate of 270 miles per second 
or the astounding velocity of nearly 1,-| 
000,000 miles per hour. Atthe distance 
of Jupiter therefore, the Sun’s power is | 
considerably lessened, and the giant plan- 
et is almost a sun by itself, having abso- 
lute sway over bodies within his own 


| 


realm or space; which the earth has not, | 
our moon being more under the control of | 
the Sun, he is in fact the centre of a} 
small system, 4 secondary planets 
Satellites are revolving constantly around 
him in their separate orbits, 
being nearly a million of miles apart from | 
the outermost Satellite, and each of these |

Satellites are larger than our owo moon. | 
The question now arises, is this giant | 
planet inhabited? if it is, what a splen-| 
did opportunity is offered to the inhabi- 
tants to roam over his wide domain, but 
let us see what are the chances! Across | 
Jupiter’s disk are seen several belts, 


which are supposed to be clouds, and| 


Proctor raises the question whether these | 
clouds are due to the evaporation of wa- | 
ter upon the surface of Jupiter by the | 
Sun’s heat ? and disposes of the question | 
in the negative, because of the immense 
distance of the planet from the Sun re- 
ceiving only one twenty-sixth as much 
heat as the earth, and consequently its 
probable inability of evaporating water 
sufficiently to form clouds io his atmos- 
phere, especially with sufficient density | 
to be distinguishable to the inhabitants of 
the distant Earth; hence if these clouds 
are not due to evaporation of water by 
the Sun, there is no other alternative 
than that they are due to the planets own 
combustion. “ What!” the alarmist cries, 


“is Jupiter on fire?” Yes, just as much as “I am going to kill you,” it 


the Sun, if the Sur is a ball of fire, so is 
Jupiter. The clouds existing above the | 
planet are violently disturbed, and is 
probably due to convulsions of the hot 
planet below. Ifit was simply a planet, 
reflecting the sun's light like our moon, it 
would not, Proctor further suggests, ap- 
pear as bright as it now does, for the 
Moon receives 26 times more light than 
Jupiter and the result is, the latter planet 
gives out 17 times more light than he 
should, and furthermore the density of 
our 
earth, itis not but about a quarter as 
dense, about ia fact the same density as 
the Sun, and this low density of course 
deprives it of any solidity, and conse- 
quently it exists mainly in the state of

dwell, hence the Earth being many times 
larger than said Satellites, a man weigh- 
ing 150 pounds here would be but about 
the size of a little infant there, so upon 


|our sun which is some 1,300,000 times 


larger than the Earth in volume, ifit was 
possible for that fiery body to be inhabi- 
ted, it is estimated that a man weigh- 
ing 159 pounds here would weigh upon 
this Solar mass about 4900 pounds. A 


body upon the earth is as large as the 


| size of the planet will allow, so upon a 


small planet, everything must be in pro- 
portion. A building can be erected only 
just so high upon our planet, make it too 
high and large and it will fall to pieces, 
for gravitation holds all things, not only 
upon the earth, but throughout all space 
with a tight grip and if they overstep the 
bounds or balance, they must bow to his 
authority and fall to his feet a wreck.— 
The planets lying between Jupiter and 
the Sun, and the planets lying beyond 
Jupiter from the Sun, including Jupiter 
himself, are widely different. Among 
all the inner planets there are no moons 
accompanying them, save our Earth 
which has but one, but the outer planet 
each of them, save Neptune, have a sys- 
tem of planets revolving around them, 
Neptune has one, and while the inner 
planets are solidified, the outer planets 
are very light, in fact, simply gaseous, 


mioating and heatiog their attendent 
Satellites or planets revolving aboat 
them, the same as our inner planets re- 


volve around and are more dependent 
upon our Sun. The rotation of these 
outer planets on their axis are nearly 
three times as rapid as the inner planets. 
The size also of the planets beyond the 
Asteroids are immense as compared to 
the inner planets. Jupiter alone being 
larger than the Earth, Mercury, Venus, 
Mars, and the Asteroids heaped together, 
and Saturn is nearly as large, hence the 
difference between the planets beyond 
the zone of Asteroids and the planets 
within or nearer the Sun is very marked.

Some, Farm and Garden. 
"Depth of Covering Seed. 


As a general rule, the smaller the 
seed the lighter should be the covering. 
We are very apt to cover too deeply.— 
Nature here is safe to follow. She cov- 
ers lightly. The seed falls from the ri- 
pened stalk upon the surface of the 
ground, to be covered only with leaves or 
to be washed into the soil by the rains.— 
Onions, parsnips, squashes and Lima 
bean, such plants especially, as push up 
the shells of the seed itself, find it diffi- 
cult to force their way up through much 
depth of earth, after it is packed down 
by rains. A quarter, or half an inch at 
most, is sufficient for these seeds. Care 
should be taken that no iumps of earth 
be left overthem. We like long rows of 
beets, carrots, parsnips, etc., and don’t 
believe in wasting half the land in use- 
less paths and walks with short rows run- 
ning crosswise. Long rows are more 
easily worked and kept clean than short 
ones, and the labor for the same number 
of plants in Jong rows is less than in 
short ones. We should study economy 
both on the farm and in the garden. On 
the field the toe frequent turnings con- 
sume much time in ploughing, and to 
some extent this isso in the garden.— 


Farmers need to do more head work. 
Every farmer should keep accurate ac- 
counts of all his business. Without this 
how can he form an intelligent opinion 
of the profit of this or that crop or of one 
mode or another of farming? Men in 
every other occupation keep exact ac- 
counts and frequently scan every branch 
of their business, in order to know just 
when to contract or extend. How can 
the farmer know whether he makes any 
profit on any particular kind of stock, if 
he does not know the product and the 
cost of keeping, which he might easily do 
with a little care; yet so few do it that it 
is almost impossible to get an approxi- 
mate answer to any questions as to the 
cost of producing any crop or produce of 
the farm. 


Starting Balky Horses. 

A correspondent of the Country Gen- 
tleman writes: I have a plan that seldom 
fails to start the unruly animal in a few 
minutes, end if persevered in, generally 
effects a permanent cure, but it is too 
difficult of application to become general- 
ly useful. Have with you a small quan- 
tity of whole corn, and when a remedy 
is needed go gently to the horse’s head 
with a handful, and coax him with caress- 
es while be ests from the hand. Attempt 
to lead him, holding the corn a little way 
before him, and when he goes quietly and 
shows that his temper has subsided, leave 
him with his mouth full of corn, get in 
the vehicle and speak to him to go on, 
using quiet manners just as if nothing 
was wrong ; and if he refuses, apply the 
Same treatment again, and again if nec- 
cessary, until success attends. Perhaps 
it may not be clear to the reader what 
the difficulty is in applying this remedy. 
It is in the worse than balky disposistion 
of the driver, who would rather succeed 
once in twenty times by passionately 
whipping, than nineteen times in twenty 
by gentleness. Only a gentle man can 
manage a balky horse, and while there 
are plenty of gentlemen in society, there 
are not s0 many gentle men in the treat- 
ment of animals,

“ Here’s my hand, my trusty friend, 
Come gies a hand o’ thine.” 


Having carefully watched the temper- 
ance movement recently inaugurated at 
the West, and, friendly as I have been, 
for more than half a century, to the 
cause of temperance, may be you will 
allow me to state my views of all move- 
meénts which come under this term— 
sensational. 

“Men go mad in crowds,” 

and, in this madness, without due pro- 
cess of law, they compel un uncendi- 
tional compliance with their individual 
wishes, right or wrong; the mob carries 
its measures by assault, as it does in war. 
The zame thing done only by one per- 
son, is a crime ia law, and punishable 
with fine, and imprisonment, or both. 

The idea and intent of the temperance 
cause is to convince the highest judg- 
ment of the rum-seller, that his traffic is 
wrong. But, to annoy men, without any 
legal process, by vociferating and psalm 
singing, until you compel them to shut 
their saloons, is, indeed, sensational, but 
itis not the best way to enlighten the 
moral sense and convince the judgment 
of wrong coing. The praying, which 
must excite combativeness, is not the 
way to convince the rummies of sin.— 
Virtue affords no authority for mobs of 
violence. It did not authorize that Ortho- 
dox minister to beat his infant son, ia 
order to force the child tothe repetition 
of the father’s notions in respect to an 
invisibility. And for that attempt the 
unnatural father was, by due process of 
law, punished as he deserved. And we 
bave read of the Crusade, a sensational 
movement carried on a few centuries ago, 
for compelling the Mohammedans to sur- 
render Jerusalem to the possession of 
Christians. Do you approve of that ?— 
What is the difference in principle 7— 
“Convince a man against his own will,” 
and what do you gain by it? 

As to Dr. Dio Lewis, I have recog- 
nized, in him, a personal friend, ever

Boston; and I only repeat what his 
whole life has demonstrated of himself, 
when I say, that he isa sensationalist. 
His Gymnastics, and Hygienic measures 
from first to last, have been inflated and 
pushed by sensational measures, And 
it was, it seems, the furtherance of these 
measures that drew him to Ohio: and 
while there, he was asked what could 
be done for effectually drying up the rum 
shops, and, true to his instincts, the good 
doctor showed his “ruling passion,” when 
be replied : 

“Why, my friends! Go at them with 
fire and tongs. Goin crowds. Let all 
the women, mothers, wives and sisters go, 
vociferating prayers, bymns, and groans 
in front of those dens of hell! Take your 
te nts and camp in the streets; build fires, 
and take your food with you, and stick 
by the shops! Men always knock under, 
when thus approached.” 

Thus in its inception, in its elements, 
and in all its measures, this raid upon 
the rum shops is sensational, and all sen- 
sational movements, sooner or later, be- 
come reactional, No sober judgment is 
convinced, but all measures are carried 
by assault. And it argues but a poor 
acquaintance with human nature to im- 
agine, that a man forced, without 
due process of law, to change bis busi- 
ness, will nof again resort to it when the 
power is taken off, and @ gocd opportu- 
nity offers. 

So, the waters, once let out, the stream 
from an inexhaustible fountain once un- 
der full head-way, and who can tell where 
it will stop? Dr. Lewis had no sooner 
eet this stream in motion than he found 
himself a Aero, and the green-backs fill- 
ing his pocket to the tune of fitty dollars 
per day! And, while ! have no evi- 
dence that he, himself, has a particle of 
‘aith in the Christian theory of prayer, 
it is curious to perceive the effect that 
this influx of greenbacks has unques- 
tionably had upon bis own mind. Hear 
bim :— 

“The world has seen nothing like the 
woman’s temperance movement. Reli- 
gious revivals are often characterized by 
wild extravagancies. These saloon meet- 
ings are marked by all the quiet dignity 
and deep solemnity of the best family 
devotions. Everywhere weeping be- 
holders are amazed. Thousands ‘unac- 
customed to religious thought, exclaim, 
‘This is of God.’ Jt is sweeping the 
country like a magnificent prairie fire.— 
The wholesale liquor dealers of Cincin- 
nati have already suffered immensely. — 
More has been accomplished within ten 
days than during the previous fifty. The 
hour has struck. The grand American 
people will shake off the yoke of intem- 
perance. My heart beats fast. Fifty 
times a day I thank God I have lived to 
see the grand uprising of my country- 
women. The women of Obio send greei- 
ing to their New England sisters, and 
challenge them to the race yet before 
them, luoking ever to the Captain of our 
Salvation. How I long to be with you. 
In four days I turn my face eastward.— 
May God help us to be wise, patient and 
determined while we inaugurate the work 
in New England. Now I am satisfied 
that Boston can cast off this borrid in- 
cubus in less than two months and Wor- 


cester in thirty days.”

more “ mild” than this one now gloried 
in by Dr. Lewis.

And, as a matter of 


Dr. Lewis’ language, above quoted, with 


stream flows onward, a living, moving 
demonstration of the power of spirits and 
their mission of mercy to humanity.” 

But, then, it bardly seems of much use 
to attempt to reason with the mob. And 
yet it is this condition of things, in which 
the mind never listens to sound reason, 
that we should deprecate all sensational 
movements, got up inthe name of reli- 
gion or virtue. Do not the rum-sellers 
know, that if this work were done, as is 
assumed, by the act of God, there is no 
reason for keeping up these vociferations, 
these prayers in the street, which God 
himself has positively forbidden ? 

Yes, indeed, any one, upon reflection, 
can see this, and more, he can also per- 
ceive the reason inthe nature of the 
human mind, why the highest good of 
humanity is never permanently preserv- 
ed by the mob, nor by one or more per- 
sons under the supreme control of 
fanatical ideas.

PR id WEES 


In your early hotbeds you may ‘sow 
seeds of early cabbage, lettuce, radish, 
tomato and egg plant; and if you will 
tuke the necessary trouble and care in 
transplanting, put in a few early beets. 

Test old seed this month, Put some 
cotton in a tumbler and saturate it thor 
oughly with water and put your seeds on 
top; set it onthe mantle in your warm- 
est room. 

Rbubarb may be forced by setting a 
barrel open at both ends over the hill,— 
Put « few shovels of horse manure in the 
barrel, and.also a little around it, banking 
it up a few inches against the barrel.— 
It will give it an earlier start. 

Care mast be given to cold frames.— 
Open and air them daily if the weather 
continues open and mild. 

Remove ail litter if not already done 
from the garden—such as tomato vines, 
bean and pea heulm, cabbage stalks, &c. 
Put them in the barn yard or pig pen to 
have them worked over for fall use.— 
Clean off your asparagus bed and cover 
it with an inch of sand, and, a little later, 
with two or three inches of fermenting 
manure. 


Liquid Grafting Wax. 


The following will make a wax that 
can be put.on with a brush, will always | 
be ready for pse if Keptitighly corked ia| 
a bottle, and can be applied to bruises or 
wounds on trees, or used as a grafting 
wax, viz :—Melt one pound of rosin over 
8 gentle fire ; add an ounce of beef tallow 
and stir it well; take it from the fire. let 
it cool down a little and add a table 
spoonful of spirits of turpentine, and after 
that about seven ounces of very strong 
alcohol (96 percent.) It will be neces- 
sary, after putting in the alcohol, to put 
it on the stove again stirring it constant- 
ly, taking great care that the alcohol does 
not get enflamed. To avoid this, remove 
the Kettle from the stove as soon as the 
mass, which may have cooled rapidly by 
the addition of the alcohol, begins to melt 
Continue to stir, until the whole ‘mass 
becomes the consistency of honey... This 
will be found far better and cheaper than 
the common shellac preparation used for 
this purpose.— Maine Farmer.

There is, at the present time some dif- 
ference of opinion between the majority 
of the inhabitants of the Town, on the 


one hand, and the Board of Managers of 
the Adams Academy on the other, with 
regard to the best methods of conducting 
and supporting that Institution.
